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FOEEWOED 


Uddharakosa of Daksiriamurfci is a chance discovery of rare 
value. It is the first work to give thorough insight into the secrets of 
the darkest section of Indian literature, the Tantra, which once flou- 
rished all over India and beyond,up to the farthest limits of Indianism. 
It provides a key to the interpretation of the monosyllables which 
conceal within them a whole world, a view and an evaluation of life 
unique in the history of human evolution. The monosyllables are no 
longer a gibberish. They have a meaning. Their combinations as 
mantras are not merely a string of isolated items, but they form an 
organic whole. The age of mechanical juxtaposition of syllables is the 
sign of degeneration. With the help of this marvellous dictionary w© 
can at once separate the mechanical from the creative periods and 
localities of Tantra. 

Bijas started with genuine monosyllabic words like sr% hrl, 
gla% but their number being too small to allow of a whole code of 
thought being formulated, the Tantrikas went ahead with abbreviations, 
the initial syllable being the most favoured to begin with, e. g. a 
( ahasa )ii (Bidra), ma {ma'^uka). Letters, not far from each 
other in the speech of the people, sometimes served the purpose, as ch 
for s ( sanaiicara ) and s for i ( sakti ), s being already alioted to sam. 
Characteristic finals, easy to recognize and remember, were also made 
use of, e, g, ghm i sataghnl)ydra {candra). 

The author Daksinamtirti is a legendary personage. Some- 
times he is identified with Siva himself. Unless his historicity is 
established, we must remain content with the belief that the real 
author has chosen to remain hidden. 

Uddharakosa is all quotations from authoritative Tantric 
scriptures, no less than forty-seven in number ( See Appendix VII ) 
Hence, though nothing can be stated with any semblance of scientific 
probability about the author, he is definitely to be placed at a period 
later than that of the authorities quoted. Here, as generally elsewhere 
in the domain of Indian history, both political and cultural, we get 
a chain, a sequence, but we cannot fix up the individual items or even 
the chain as a whole. We usually allow a vague and a vast span of 


time, which is not of mneh nse for the specialist, In absence of definite 
evidence we refrain from any kind of statement, especially because of 
the works quoted the major part is not available to us either in print 
or in manuscripts. That gives an added value to the TJddharakosa, 
a repository of quotations from rare or lost -svorks. Even the author 
of Uddharakosa had had great difficulty in securing many of them. 
In the fifth chapter he makes many references to their rarity. 

Our Uddharakosa is at once a primer and a reference book, 
equally indispensable to the beginner and to the master Tilntrika. It; 
enjoyed wide popularity in the Panjab and in Kashmir. That is how 
we can account for the large number of manuscripts difeovered here. 
We believe that any collection of manuscripts in the Panjab, howsoever 
casual it may be, would bring forth more manuscripts of this book. Its 
past popularity is bound to be repeated in the future as Tantra comes 
into light again and is recognized as worthy a subject of stpdy as any 
other branch of Indology, 

At the end I may mention as to how this study was taken up. 
Mr. Shodo Taki, who was sent here at the Academy to carry on higher 
work in Indology, by the Japanese Government belongs to the Shingon 
sect of Japanese Buddhism. The Shingon sect is characterized and domi- 
nated by Tantrism. Now, howsoever distant and different the Shingon 
Tantra may be from the S^aiva Tantra, it cannot be denied that the 
two are united at the origin and that in the course of development also 
there are remarkable parallels. Moreover whether it is Japan, Korea, 
Mongolia, China and Tibet in the north or Bali in the south, the Tantra 
everywhere retains the common and immutable which are its 

soul, but whose meaning is lost altogether. This sense of loss has 
ever weighed heavily on the intelligent explorer into the immense 
density of Tantra, Ever hopeful and zealous I set Mr. Shodo Taki to 
the task of ransacking the entire field of S’aiva Tantra, for I was 
confident that it is here the lost key would be found. And lo ! the first 
manuscript that I put into his eager hands was the very key. But the 
discovery that it is the key, came several weeks later, for the book 
revealed its true character slowly and gradually.

SUMMAEY 

Chapter I, Once 6iva and his consort Parvati were standing 
on the summit of the quartz mountain surrounded by forests, busy 
thinking about the good of the mortals. Parvati started questioning 
&va about the beginning of the manifestation of Mahatripurasundari 
among the common folk, feva disclosed the great secret, and related 
the tale of the revelation to Daksinamurti. It was on the banks of 
Eeva. There was the city &igarbh§, where resided a great sage, 
Baksinamtirti, the boat to cross the ocean of all scriptures. While 
he was bathing in the Eiver Eeva, the Great Tripurasundari, pleased 
by his previous noble deeds, appeared before him and instructed him in 
the secret lore of which he put in the form of the book 
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Uddhara-kosa, The basis of this book is formed by'' all the^mimerons' 
S^astras and Agamas. 

Here follow the mantras for the ten forms of the Goddess, 
Tripura,, Laksml, Sarasvati, Tara, Bhuvanesvari, Matahgi, S'arlka,, 
Eajni, Bheda and J^alamukhi. , 

The author proceeds with quotations from different Agamas, 
which give the mantras in code words. Daksinamurti explains the code 
words with the help of further quotations and then cites the actual 
mantra. The three stages, firstly the mantra in code words, secondly 
the explanation of code words and lastly the mantra, is the general 
scheme followed throughout, with the exception of chapters five and 
seven, which deal with synonyms and meditations respectively. 

At the end are described the fruits of worshipping the ten 
Goddesses. ■ 

Chapter IL The second chapter gives the mantras for the six 
iady-friends of the Goddess Tripura, Bhadrakall, Turi, Chinnamastaka, 
Daksinakaiika, ^yarna and Kalaratrl. 

Next follow the varieties of each of the preceding sixteen God- 
desses with appropriate mantras. 

Tripura has twelve, Tripura, Bhairavl, Hinguia, Candika, 
Gamunda, Narasiiiihi, Aindrl, Haimavatisvari, Mrdam, Varuni, Durga 
and Mahatripurasundari. 

Laksmi has two, Laksml and Eukminl. 

Sarasvati has four, Vak, VapI, Sarasvati and Analapriya. 

Tara has five, Tara, TarinI, Ekajata, Niiasarasvati and Ugratara. 

Bhuvanesvari has four, Bhairavl, Bhimariipa, Bhima and 
Bhuvanesvari. 

Matangl has four, Matangl { also designated Sumukhi or 
Sumukha ), Cakrini, Kubjika and S’ambarL 

&rika has two, Sarika and Aparna. 

Eajni also has two, Eajni and Khagagaminl (or Haimavatisvari). 

Bheda has no variety. 

JValamukhi has three, Jvalamukhi, Ambika and Bhagarupinl. 

Chinnamastaka has two, Chinnamastaka and Vajravairocaniya 
(or Vajravairocani), 

The rest, Bhadrakali, Turi, Daksinakaiika, S’yama and Kala- 
ratn have no varieties. 
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From Tara onwards oniy the actual mantras are given. The 
first two stages, the mantra in code words and the explanation of code 
. wordsj.are missing. ■ 

Chapter III, ' Seven more Devis are introduced : Tajrayogini, 
Vara.hi,.^arada, Kamesvari, Gauri, Annapurna and Kuiavaglsvarl. 

Large space is alioted to Vajrayogiril, to the phala that accrues 
to the devotee by using the yantra and mantra. 

Then follow the seven sons of the Devi : Ganesa, Kumam-i 
Kartaviryarjima, Hanumat, Bhairava, Mahamrtyuipjaya ( or Mi'tyiim- 
jaya ) and Sugriva. 

The chapter contains the mantras for every one of them with 
appropriate explanation of code words. 

Chapter IF. This chapter deals with the nine grahas, Aditya 
( Sun ), Budha { Mercury ), Sukra ( Venus ), Brhaspati ( Jupiter ), 
Candra ( Moon ), Bhauma ( Mars ), Sanaiscara ( Saturn ), Eahu and 
Eetu. 

Chapter V, It. is the Ehdhfa7rc-kosa, a lexicon, containing 
significance, mystic or otherwise of all letters of the alphabet (whether 
standing as abbreviations or as regular wmi’ds) taken singly in their 
regular sequence. 

Chapter FI. It is the last instalment of four more Devis 
and their mantras: Bhavani, Bagaiamukhi, Indraksi and Khecari. 

Chapter VII, The mantras having been all given, the author 
proceeds to describe the physical form and certain characteristics of 
every one of the twenty-seven Devis (their subvarieties having been 
ignored), the seven sons and the nine gmte, so that the Mantra- 
man, be he prof^sional or an amateur, be able to make a mental 
picture in his lotus-heai’t and meditate on it. 

THEBiJAS , 

The mystic syallables can be divided into monosyllables and 
polysyllables. 

These fail into different groups: 

Bijas ending in a vowel, 

ending in an anusvara, 
ending in a visarga, and 
ending in a consonant. 
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Only two bijas, viz., kili with vu, and svaha end in a vowel. 
Those ending in an anusvara are the most numerous. 

Only SIX end m a visarga, viz., ah, krah, thah, sah, sauh and 
hmauh. Sauh and hmauh appear sometimes as samp and hmamp 

respectively in the manuscripts, 

Phat derived from ancient Vedic sources is the only one ending 
m a consonant. The Vedic literature had other syllables used as 
exclamations ending likewise, viz., bat, vasat and vausat.

VIII A single consonant with at: phat. 

Among these great interest attaches to syllables which have 
two or three consonants at‘ the beginning. Firstly all of them (except 
krah and hmanh ) end in annsvara. Secondly here the second 
consonant is usually r. L which is interchangeable with r is found 
in kliip, glaum, blaip, miamp and hliip. Of these glaum is not a 
genuine bija. Glau is a regular word, changed into a bija by tbe 
addition of an anusvara. N appears only once in ghnim, “which 
is an evident abbreviation of ^ataghni. Hence n can not be considered 
here as having played a part in the formation of Tantric syllables. 
M also appears only once in hmauh. 

Triple consonants are rare. The only examples being bkhrfm, 
sijrirni and hsram. Among these strirp is merely strl with the 
anusvara added to give it the proper form of a bija (similar cases 
are srim and brim). 

B Polysyllables are only three. Kill with vu is an imitative 
word for the monkey's sound. Sviha is an ancient Vedic word added 
at the end of all mantfas, just as om is added at the beginning. In 
Tantra the rule is not observed very strictly. So that out of eighty- 
five mantras in this book, sixty-one begin with orp and fifty-thret'. 
end with svaha. Namah is also an ancient word, from ^gredfk down- 
wards to the present day. Except two cases, whenever namal,i comes 
at the end, svalia finds no place there. The converse is also true. 

The following chart demonstrates the frequency of the usage 
of om as the initial syllable and om, namah, phat, svaha and burp, 
singly or in groups as the finale of mantras:

They stand really for Durga, Vasana, If not a name of 
Durga, might be equivalent to vasana (= vasana **a garment” ), and 
hence another abbreviation of Oarma-vasana or Garma- vasana. 

The code word for S’iva is aini. MW knows ai as a name of 
Siva from some lexicon. 

The first five quarters are repeated in V. 17, 18.

The code word for Sakti is sauh.

Tha-dvaya also stands for svaha. The question is, naturally, how 
does it come about? Let us analyse svaha. It is composed of two

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Tanka for etymological consideration ). Sva further stands for svar 
heayen ha is already -a code word for '‘heaven ” or sky.” Tha^ 
graphically is just a circle 0, and represents “ siinya ” a zero, or the 
void, the sky, the heaven.
